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THERE'S SILENCE, TOO 
Ring Lardncr. Jr.. la probably loo sophls- 
tlcated to spend much time muning over 
corny old proverbs. Yet there are two tnilsma 
that he might have recalled before he gave 
out a recent statement to a New York News- 
paper. They are '■Silence la golden" and 
"A man la known by by the company he 
keeps." 

The son and namesake of the famoua Amer- 
ican humorist la one of the 10 Hollywood 
screen writers Indicted for contempt of con- 
gress for rerualng to tell the Thomas com 
mlttcewhetherthey were communists. These 
10 wound up with a good bit of public 
opinion on their side — though most of the 
feeling seemed rather anti-Thomas commit- 
tee than pro-screen writers. 

The committee behaved like prosecution. 
Jury and highly biased Judge. Instead of a 
group whose function Is only to Investigate 
and recommend. 

The contempt defendants' refusal to ans- 
wer quesUona waa taken as their admission 
of guUt 

Since then the other defendants have kept 
silent Mr. Lardner has chosen to tell. In 
considerable detail, why he refused to answer 
the committee's (juestlons. 

He challenged the constitutionality of the 
committee's very existence. He said his own 
constltuUcmal rights were being violated by 
his being questioned "under pressure" about 
things which were his own business, 
also said, "IT I am accused of a crime under 
the law and admlaalWe evidence la presented 
against me I can confirm or deny It. If I 
refuse to do so the Jury can draw Its own 
condtulona.'* 

Mr. Lardner might have done the same 
thing before the Thomas committee. In a 
court of law he mlgfal hars made i very good 
case for hla legal right to refuse to answer. 
But the fact U that the Thomu committee, 
however mach one may disapprove Its meth- 
ods, has the right to ask questions. 

The screen writer further «ald tb^t Tree- 
dom ol ipeeeh hu ao prmcUctl reality unless 
It Inclodec the freedom to uWcUt« and act 
In coQCB^ with otheft ttf «. uj^mtsd and the 
freedom to keep to himself those opinions 
and anoelatloas a man doesn't feel ready to 
communleatt to hli nelghbon." 

Ordinarily, we don't think the eonsUtuUon 
k Involred If k man U ashamed to have the 
BBlghbon know the acrt of people he runs 
around with. Bat If It li hU opinion that 
a hank should be robbed, m, ship sabotaged, or 
the goTtmment overthrown, and If he 
ehooHi to "act bx o<mc«rt with others of a 
like mind," he e«n jcarcely expect to take 
refuge under the first arUcle of the bill of 
rights. 

By keeping quiet. Mr. Lardner might have 
made quite a convincing mtnor-leagut pol- 
itical martyr. Znitead b* choM to open his 
mouth and wound op putting both his feet 
in It In that poalUon tt'a impossible lor him 
to look even dignified, much leu martyitd.

ITiree factor* ought to be considered by the 
sambler who Isn't wlUlnj to depend on sheer 
luck. There are the mathemaUcal odds 
igalnst your doln£ what you set out to do, as 
In diet. There are past performance and 
present condition, as In hor^o racing. There 
are the strength and Intentions and Idlosyn- 
craclea of your opponent, which, considered 
with the mathematical odds, U what makes 
some people better poker players than othera. 

In the case of European aid. the first con- 
sideration can be ruled out. There is no 
mathematical formula for predicting success 
or failure. 

The second factor la highly Important The 
present condlUon of the 16 naUona Is ob- 
viously bad. but the past performance of most 
or them Is excellent History gives ns every 
reason to believe that If they are aided and 
itrenglhened, there wU! be more liberty pros- 
perity, security and happiness for all of the 
world than If they are left In their present 
plight 

As for the third consideration, we are play- 
*JJ!^ opponent who U strong, dever and 
Wcij. He Is out to win. We have played 
him long enough to know that he does a lot 
of bluffing. But we are stUl not quite sure 
When he Is betllng_from bluff and when from 

strength- / 

There Is another gamhle, of course, that 
we might take. We could pull out of the 
£uropean game, let our opponent rake In his 
wlnntags. and start a game or our own. That 
would mean putting our country almost on a 
wartime footing, resuming selccUre service 
to build up our armed forces, and strensthen- 
Ing our national defenso against possible at- 
tack. The chances are It would take more

Of oewrse. this does not apply K 
all industry. There have been ex- 
•mples of recnarkabls Industrial 
suieimanshlp. such as the action 
of QeneraJ n^^trtc In reducing 
prices in the face ot the current 
trend. WhUe It could hardly be 
caUed a major reduction, at least 
It waa ft move In tho right dlrec 
Uon.

Some 
unions, conspicuously the United 
AulomoMlo Workers, hare mdud- 
ed gains such u paid YacaUons In 
their demands. 

Uto Oeneral "Motors dlvlsloo ol 
DAW has Just voted to forego 10 
cents of their forthcoming 30-cenis* 
an-hour demand If the company 
will present an "accepUble pension 
plan." lhal Is a small example of 
ccmmon sense. A pension plan would 
nol be so Immediately and directly 
InllsUcnary and Its long-ltrm ef- 
fect would be on tho side ol sta- 
bility.
